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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

The disclosed invention appears to be inoperative and tlierefore lacl<s utility. In this 
case, it is not clear what is reaction-rate mechanism what particular means/ utility would 
provide the reaction rate mechanism. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification slnall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based 
on a disclosure which is not enabling. Means for providing the reaction rate mechanism 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not 
enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 
1976). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In this case, the claim language is confusing 
because it is not clear what particular mechanism would provide the required reaction 
rate. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Performance Specification of Time-Temperature Integrators Designed to Protect 
Against Botulism in Refrigerated Fresh Foods. Article published in 2003 by Welt et al. 
[hereinafter Article]. 

Article discloses all the subject matter claimed by applicant including the 
formula 12. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 and not mentioned above 
disclose related devices and methods. 

Ratal (U.S. 5053339) discloses the device in the field of applicant's endeavor 
including an Arrhenius equation, as described by applicant. It appears that the 
rate of the reaction found by routine experimentation could be used in this 
equation to correspond to a desired temperature.
